C OMEDY actor John Thomson is thrilled to be playing the icon¬ 
ic character The Sheriff of Nottingham. He landed the role 
thanks to his good friend Joe Pasquale, who told John about 
the Marlowe’s reputation for producing some of the best pan¬ 
tomimes in the country. 

He is bewildered as to why he hasn’t done more panto, saying: “I’ve 
got acting and stand-up experience and I tread the line between main¬ 
stream and stand-up. I’m also an impersonator. 

“I sing a bit and I’m a jack of all trades. I’m made for panto because 
I have the stand-up, so I know how to work the audience. 

“I’m done some theatre, not a massive amount, but enough 
to know about it. The combination seems perfect for 
panto, but it never crossed my mind.” 

His face is instantly recognisable from TV shows like 
Cold Feet and Coronation Street, but there’s more, so 
much more, to John Thomson’s repertoire.

CHRIS Cooper, the man who has 
set up a tent to protest against 
proposed changes to St Mary’s 
Church, has threatened to go on 
hunger strike when the builders 
move in. 

The 31 year old says he has collected 174 sig¬ 
natures supporting his protest and has been 
given money by passersby to help buy food. 

He said: “If I did not have the town on my 
side then I would not be here now. I have had 
many people offering me support.” 

On Monday contractors dumped temporary 
fencing in the church grounds ready to be 
erected when work begins on the alterations to 
the inside of the church. 

Mr Cooper said: “The church has tripped 
itself up on this. They are ignoring the fabric of 
the building to tinker with the inside.” 

The bell ringer says he now has a lodger to 
share his tent. He has been joined by a local 
homeless man at night. 

He said: “It is very good that Mick has joined 
me. It made things better here on Saturday 
night when we have a lot of people coming out 
of the pubs.” 

Figures show Ashford council has so far 
spent more than £191,000 on developing St 
Mary’s Church into a space more able to hold 
public performances. 

Jeremy Adby, of Church Yard, obtained the 
figures under the Freedom of Information Act.

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Longer festival 
attracts young 
folk enthusiasts

FOLK music fans flocked 
to Tenterden at the week¬ 
end to take part in its 
annual folk festival. 

Now in its 18th year, for the first 
time, the event ran over four days. 

Alan Castle, festival manager, 
said: “We expanded the programme, 
which the venues and pubs were 
keen for us to do.” 

The concerts began on Thursday 
and ran to Sunday evening. 

Many say the festival’s success is 
down to its informality. 

Mr Castle said: “It has grown into 
a participatory event. We have lots 
of sing-arounds in the pubs, a bam 
dance and the concerts. 

“If we do have a big name they’re 
happy to blend in with everyone 
else. It is very casual atmosphere, 
which is what makes it so nice.” 

On Saturday, Morris dance teams 
from around the country attended 
to take part in the annual parade 
down the town’s high street. 

Mr Castle said although the festi¬ 
val attracted many visitors to 
Tenterden, which helped boost its 
economy, it was not designed specif¬ 
ically to draw in tourists. 

He said: “The music is what 
comes first. All our funders chip in 
on the understanding they will 
have no influence on the artistic ele¬ 
ment of the festival. 

“We consider ourselves to be a tra¬ 
ditional festival. As a charity, our 
main aim is to promote English 
Folk Music.”

Folk is currently undergoing a 
renaissance, which has helped swell 
the numbers coming to Tenterden. 
Many of the hotels were fully 
booked over the weekend along 
with the caravan sites. 

And younger generations of musi¬ 
cians are taking over from those 
involved in the revival of the 60s. 

Mr Castle said: “Some of the older 
artists, such as Roy Harris, who was 
one of our guests this year, now 
have children and grandchildren 
getting involved and passing it 
down the generations. 

“And we have a lot more younger 
people doing it. This year we have a 
16-year-old from Canterbury per¬ 
forming and locally we have 12- and 
13-year-olds standing up and 
singing along at the sing-arounds.”

They include items such as legal 
fees, architectural consultation, 
catering and advertising. 

Mr Adby said: “Whatever the rights 
or wrongs of the changes, the Church 
of England has its own capital and 
land. If they want to turn one of their 
own buildings into an arts centre, 
surely it should be down to them.” 

The former councillor said the 
building’s usual maintenance had 
been ignored. 

He said: “It is Grade-I listed and 
they have done nothing. They have 
effectively let the building go.” 

Growth area funding of £1.2 million 
has been set aside by Ashford’s Future 
for the reordering of the church. 

A spokesman for the Canterbury 
Diocese said: “The plans will mean 
this beautiful building will be able to 
fully serve the people of Ashford. 

“The Diocese has entered into part¬ 
nership with the Borough Council 
because the project will benefit local 
people. It is a win-win situation for 
both the local community and the 
worshipping community. 

“After a long legal process, includ¬ 
ing an appeal, the courts have fully 
approved the plans.” 

Raging garage fire 
destroys vehicles 

POLICE are investigating a fire in 
Bethersden that destroyed a com¬ 
mercial garage and eight vehicles. 

Fire crews were called to the blaze 
on Old Surrenden Manor Road at 
3.10am on Tuesday morning. 

The fire also spread to two nearby 
silos thought to contain gas cylinders. 

A spokesman for Kent Fire and 
Rescue said: “Along with the building, 
there were a number of vehicles in 
the garage that were well alight. 
Crews used compressed air foam to 
put the fire out more quickly. 

“The fire spread to the silos which 
contained tyres and rubbish. They 
tackled the fire from a distance until 
they could confirm the contents of the 
cylinders. Old Surrenden Road was 
closed in both directions and a 200m 
exclusion zone was set up. 

The fire was put out by 7.30am and 
crews continued to monitor the scene.

After retiring in 1998 he became 
organist at Kingsnorth Church and 
later moved to Kennington where 
he was organist and choirmaster. 

Church warden Derek Sorrell 
said: “He was a quiet, unassuming 
man with a great sense of humour.” 

Mr Mole taught music and was 
involved in many community projects.

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Government heating scheme 
leaves family out in the cold

AFTER four years without hot 
water or central heating, a single 
mum of three has taken the com¬ 
pany behind a government scheme 
to court. 

When Kelly Isherwood, 36, bought her first 
home, a large property in Sellindge, in 2006, 
she knew it would need a lot of work. 

As a single mum with three children, the 
eldest only 10 years old and the younger two 
registered autistic, Kelly applied for a Warm 
Front government grant to install efficient 
central heating in their new home. 

Poverty 

The Warm Front scheme aims to tackle fuel 
poverty in the UK by offering packages of up 
to £6,000 in insulation and heating to some of 
the most vulnerable sections of society. 

Ms Isherwood was accepted for the grant 
but, after hearing nothing for eight months, 
she contacted the scheme, only to be told that 
her application had been lost and she would 
have to re-apply. 

More than a year passed, during which the 
house was badly damaged in the Folkestone 
earthquake. 

Kelly said: “We had no hot water and no 
heating. We relied on blow-heaters and baths 
filled with jugs from the kettle. In one quarter 


alone my electricity bill was £3,500.” 

EAGA, who administer the Warm Front 
grants on behalf of the government, will not 
pay for work which is done by anyone except 
their approved partners, so in order to claim 
the £6,000 grant, Kelly had to wait for them to 
get in touch. 

Eventually engineers were sent out to the 
property but as they were unable to fit the 
appropriate heating themselves they brought 
in a sub-contractor who hadn’t been CRB 
checked by the Warm Front scheme and who 


swore constantly. 

Kelly said: “You expect a bit of swearing but 
he used the c-word in every sentence and 
made lewd comments that made me so 
uncomfortable I had to ask him to leave.” 

Again there was no word for six months and 
Ms Isherwood had to move her family into a 
mobile home. 

In April 2009 another company did another 
technical survey and this time presented Kelly 
with a two-page list of demands which needed 
to be fulfilled before the work could take place. 


Having completed this additional work, the 
installer then declined the job. The second set 
of contractors decided to move the location of 
the boiler and required an additional trench to 
be dug. 

Finally a date was set for the work, February 
22. Having paid a small contribution to the 
work, cleared the rooms and warned her autis¬ 
tic children that there would be strangers in 
the house, Kelly waited for the workmen to 
arrive. 

When no one came she contacted the compa¬ 
ny and they said they had cancelled and 
rebooked the work, without informing her. 
According to the Warm Front records, the 
heating had been fitted. 

Claim 

Finally Kelly had enough and filed a claim 
with the county courts for £20,000, enough to 
cover the cost of the grant, the additional work 
she’d had to do and one year’s electricity bill. 
She contacted an independent workman who 
fitted the heating in three weeks and on 
Thursday, September 30, she switched on the 
heating in her own home for the first time in 
four years. 

A spokesperson for Warm Front said: “We 
understand this has been a distressing time 
for Mrs Isherwood, and while we have every 
sympathy for her situation, we feel we have 
made all reasonable efforts to help. 

“This is a highly unusual case, which is cur¬ 
rently subject to legal proceedings and as such 
it would be inappropriate for us to comment 
further.” 

The courts met for the first time last week 
and a decision has yet to be made. 


Malaria ousts 
paedophile 

A PAEDOPHILE from Ashford 
who spent two years sleeping 
rough in Africa to evade justice has 
been found guilty after catching 
malaria. 

Ian Duncan McLeod-McClean, 
48, from Canterbury Road, fled to 
the West African country of Sierra 
Leone before he was due to stand 
trial in May 2008. 

He spent his time in the country 
as an illegal immigrant. 

He was caught after he contract¬ 
ed a serious bout of malaria and 
was hospitalised. 

Local authorities discovered he 
was an illegal immigrant and 
wanted in the UK for a string of sex 
crimes against three young girls in 
Maidstone. 

Kent police then began the extra¬ 
dition process and he was deported 
back to Britain where he was 
arrested at London Heathrow. 

On Thursday last week at 
Maidstone Crown Court Mr 
McLeod-McClean pleaded guilty to 
all 23 counts against him. 

The court heard how he had 
forced one of his victims to watch 
child pornography and carried out 
sexual acts on a girl of nine. The 
abuse of his three victims took 
place over more than a decade. 

McLeod-McClean has been 
remanded in custody until October 
28 when he will be sentenced at 
Maidstone Crown Court. 


Union boss Crow slams 
MP Green over failure 
to avert train job cuts 


BOB Crow, the leader of the RMT 
Union, has accused the town’s MP 
Damian Green of ignoring the needs 
of train maintenance workers at the 
Bombardier depot in Chart Leacon. 

He said: “Damian Green, as the 
local MP, owes it to this group of 
workers in his constituency to make 
every effort to slam the brakes on 
the Chart Leacon job cuts.” 

The company has already begun to 
hand out redundancy notices to 150 
workers at the plant, meaning only a 
handful will remain to keep the 
plant ticking over. 

Mr Crow said: “The axing of 150 
jobs at Bombardiers Chart Leacon 
depot would be a massive kick in the 
teeth both for the workforce and for 
the local economy in that part of 
Kent. That is why it is essential Mr 
Green intervenes with the company, 
even at this late stage, to call a halt 
to this ill-conceived and unnecessary 
attack on jobs.” 

The union says the Bombardier 
depot at Chart Leacon is a vital part 
of the local economy and the closure 
of the main facilities would repre-

sent a massive blow to the area with 
a financial impact that would be felt 
well beyond the gates of the site. 

Bob Crow added: “We are talking 
here about a highly skilled workforce 
with many years of experience who 
risk being slung on the scrapheap if 
these cuts are allowed to be bull¬ 
dozed through. 

‘With the Government saying that 
they are committed to a green future 
for transport there can be no excuse 
for standing by and watching while 
essential green jobs on the railways 
are stripped away.”

New road is stil 

on track despite 
the slow start

CONSTRUCTION managers say 
the project to build a major new 
road through the town is still on 
track despite a slow start. 

The new Victoria Way will link Victoria 
Road with Leacon Road, creating a new 
through route to the south of the railway line. 

Jamie Watson, Kent County Council man¬ 
ager for the project said: “It’s not just about 
building a road, we want to create a street 
scene of high quality.” 

The £16.5million street will include a 
20mph section close to Victoria Road School, 
which will incorporate a new square named 
after John Wallis, the famous Ashford math¬ 
ematician. At either end of the central sec¬ 
tion, traffic will be able to travel at 30mph. 

The designers hope the new road will spur 
developers who own land either side of it to 
start building their own projects. 

Managers admit the build programme had 
a sluggish start when it began in June. The 
contractors have found the land, which is close 
to old industrial sites such as the gas works, 
was more contaminated than they expected. 

They have also discovered incorporating the 
myriad of services under the road such as gas, 
electricity, telecommunications and water is 
taking a considerable amount of time. 

The project had been expected to be com¬ 
pleted in March. 

Mr Watson said: “At the moment, our 
timescale would look more like ending in 
May, but we hope we will be able to drag that 
back closer to March. We wanted to get most 
of the earthworks done before the winter and 
we are now over the worst part.” 

Beyond the school, the road will be built on 
a two-metre embankment. It will also 
include two large tanks to collect rainwater 
in a sudden downpour, which will be released 
into the nearby Great Stour. 

Funding for the project comes from central 
government as Community Infrastructure 
Funding from the Homes and Communities 
Agency, and the Department of Transport. 

Planners estimate the road will cut traffic 
on surrounding roads, such as the shared 
space ring road, by about 10 per cent. 

Mr Watson said: “It will provide an attrac¬ 
tive alternative route to Tenterden if you’re

coming from the southern part of the town.” 

However, the designers say the main pur¬ 
pose of the road is not to relieve traffic. It is 
hoped John Wallis Square will mirror Elwick 
Square on the other side of the railway line 
as a hub for the community, with trees and 
new fencing specifically designed to sur¬ 
round the area. 

It is also being built to provide many of the 
services that will be needed when private 
developers begin their schemes. 

Mr Watson said: “It will mean the road will 
not have to be dug up as much in the future.”

A 20-YEAR-OLD physics student 
from Ashford has spent four days in 
a cinema watching his favourite TV 
show. 

Richard Young joined other fans of the hit 
American show Lost in London earlier this 
month. 

He said: “It involved going to Leicester 
Square to the Prince Charles Cinema were we 
had to watch all the shows continuously. There 
are 121 episodes and we had a 15-minute break 
after every six episodes.” 

In total Mr Young watched 87 hours of Lost 
over the four days in four and a half hour 
stretches. 

He said: “We had to sleep in the cinema; for¬ 
tunately the seats were very comfortable. The 
only time were able to leave the building was 
on the scheduled breaks if you did not get back 
in time you were not allowed back in.” 

The event described as the UK’s first-ever 
public TV marathon was created to coincide 
with the release of the show’s final episodes on 
DVD. Paramedics were on hand in case anyone 
was overcome by the effort. 

Mr Young said to make it to the end took real 
perseverance from hardcore fans. 

He said: “It started with about 60, but that 
dwindled down to 19. That was probably for 
the best because if there had been any more 


cabin fever would have set in.” 

The Losty, as dedicated fans are called, has 
just started his second year studying physics at 
the University of Kent. He says he became a 
fan of the show because of the way it posed 
questions about the world. 

He said: “I really enjoyed the first series 
because it set up so much. In the fourth series 
they introduced a lot of physics into the show that 
grabbed me. Even though a lot of the science is 
wrong it intrigued me because it posed questions 
about the nature of the world to the viewer.”

Q 


Where have you been and why? 


A I have been in the West Bank. My first visit 
was in 2005 and I have going for two or 
three months each year since. I have been 
based mainly in Hebron and in the south 
Hebron hills; the villages in the southern 
extremity of the West Bank. 

It really is an extraordinary community. It is 
one of the oldest continuously-inhabited cities 
in the world. It is a medieval city and many of 
the houses are 600 to 800 years old. Of course 
the Ibrahimi mosque is a very sacred place for 
Jews, Muslims and indeed some Christians. It 
is the traditional burial place of Abraham and 
Sarah, so it has a very important historic role. 

I first went with the Ecumenical 
Accompaniment Programme, which provides 
accompaniment for Palestinians in six differ¬ 
ent places in the West Bank and one in 
Jerusalem, as they go about their lives. The 
only condition is the Palestinians we accompa¬ 
ny have to espouse non-violence in their resist¬ 
ance to the Israeli occupation.

Why do you accompany Palestinians? 


your presence, particularly if you belong to the 
international community with access to the 
media. People tend to behave better if they 
know they are being watched and monitored.

What did you experience in Hebron? 


A lt means monitoring Israeli check-points, 
accompanying Palestinians, literally, if 
they have to go into places of danger. 

In Hebron we accompanied children going to 
school who had to run the gauntlet of violent 
settlers. The idea is you can offer protection by 


when settlers appeared, masked and carrying 
heavy staves. Their intent was to chase 
Palestinian shepherds. I was there with a col¬ 
league and we got caught up in the melee. One 
of the sad outcomes was that the Israelis killed 
one of the donkeys that was with the shep¬ 
herds. 


A lt is a very deeply divided situation 
because, under international law, the occu¬ 
pation by Israel of the West Bank is illegal and 
there is a massive military presence in the 
West Bank. At every point you confront Israeli 
tanks, soldiers, aircraft and helicopters. 

There is a lot of pressure, uniquely in 
Hebron, as a lot of Israeli settlers live in the 
old city. There are about 400 of them protected 
by perhaps 500 Israeli military. If you are a 
Palestinian living in the West Bank, you are 
living under military occupation and martial 
law applies. 

There is a lot of harassment and violence 
from settlers. Most of the men carry guns and 
even the children can be quite violent. They 
think they have a God-given right to be there 
at the place of Abraham. It can be very daunt¬ 
ing for Palestinians. 

Was it dangerous? 

A I have been caught up in violent situations. 

I have a few scars. The settlers act quite 
irrationally and with no sense of humanity, 
particularly in Hebron itself. I was out one day

How did the Palestinians cope? 


A With remarkable dignity, and with a sense 
of humour, very often. The vast majority 
did so with non-violent resistance. They resist 
the occupation, but few resort to violence.

What is the solution? 


A There are peace talks underway, again, but 
no Palestinian I know is holding their 
breath because both Palestine and Israel are 
divided societies. 

The best hope is that President Obama says 
enough is enough. America has to put pres¬ 
sure on Israel to withdraw from the occupa¬ 
tion. Many Palestinians and Israelis who are 
committed to a peaceful resolution, and build¬ 
ing bridges between the communities. 

Reverend Knight lives in Tenterden and gave a talk about 
his experiences to the East Kent Justice for Palestinians 
group. The next meeting is at 7.30pm tomorrow in St Paul's 
Church Hall, Church Street, Canterbury with speaker Julian 
Brazier MP on the Middle East crisis.

RSPB urgent call for 
better waterways 

THE RSPB is urging the Environment 
Agency to speed up its plans to improve 
the area’s rivers. 

They say the River Stour, which runs 
through the borough, has problems with 
high levels of phosphates in its waters. 

Steve Gilbert, RSPB conservation pro¬ 
gramme manager, said: “There are many 
pressures on our waterways and the life 
they support. We have to do all we can to 
protect these vital wildlife habitats.” 

The Environment Agency has drawn 
up River Basin management plans to 
deal with the problems facing Kent’s 
waterways. 

They hope the new plan will improve 
water quality by 2015. 

Mr Gilbert said: “The Environment 
Agency are now moving from investiga¬ 
tion to action, which is a huge step for¬ 
ward. For many of our water bodies we 
have clear identification of the problems, 
the solutions required and who is 
responsible for taking them forward.” 

A recent Environment Agency assess¬ 
ment listed 26 per cent of rivers as "Good’ 
status. This means 74 per cent of rivers 
are failing, including 117 rivers which 
are classified as ‘Bad’, making them 
among the worst in Europe.

THE historic link between Ashford 
and the American town of Hopewell 
was recognised this week with the 
unveiling of a plaque in North Street. 

The brass sign commemorates Francis Epes, 
who was bom in Ashford in 1579. The adven¬ 
turer travelled to America on a trip funded by 
Elizabeth I on the ship the Hopewell in 1624. 

His journey took him to an Indian settlement 
on the Appomattox River in Virginia. 

There he founded a plantation and began to 
build what was to become a new town named 
after the ship in which he travelled. 

Mark Whitling, chair of the Friends of the 
Hopewell Association, said: “This is recognition 
of the link between our two communities. 
Francis Epes is really the reason we are here. 
We have a strong historical connection.” 

The new plaque is mounted on the wall of 
number 13 North Street, where Epes is said to 
have been bom. Although not the original 
house, the Georgian property is now the home 
of the Clague architectural practice. 

A memorial headstone to Epes also stands in 
the grounds of St Mary’s church to this day. 

The unveiling coincides with guests from the 
Hopewell Twinning Association in America vis¬ 
iting the town. The group are on their biannual 


trip to the borough staying with members of 
the friends association. 

Their time in Kent will include a visit to the 
Tenterden Folk Festival and a farewell dinner 
in Westenhanger Castle near Hythe. 

Relatives of Francis Epes still live in Ashford 
to this day. The Friends of Hopewell meet every 
fourth Monday of the month at the Downtown 
Diner in Ashford. 

Ties with the American town first started in 
1993 and the twinning association was former¬ 


ly recognized by Ashford council in 1999. 

Mr Whitling said: “Hopewell is a veiy nice 
town which the people are proud of. It was my 
first visit last year. The hospitality we were 
shown was second to none. It’s nice we can repay 
them this year and cement the relationship. The 
most important thing is we have a social week 
together which we owe to Francis Epes.”

The urban extension is part of Ashford coun¬ 
cil’s Core Strategy housing programme. It 
hopes to build 7,000 homes and create 1,000 


jobs in the new town over the next two 
decades. 

Mr Frohnsdorff said: “The council and devel¬ 
opers are trying to convince us that the core 
strategy is law, when it is only a policy docu¬ 
ment. 

“Contrary to what the council says, the core 
strategy can be reversed as it was in Bath. 

“Exactly like Chilmington Green, a green¬ 
field urban extension was to be forced on a tiny 
rural community outside Bath under the cen¬ 
tral diktats of the Labour regime. 

“This precedent proves that the develop¬ 
ment of Chilmington Green is not inevitable 
simply because it is in the Core Strategy. 

“There are vast reserves of brown field land 
and almost 1,400 empty houses in Ashford that 
could be regenerated to accommodate growth 
and breathe new life into the town centre. 

“It is not necessary to concrete over the coun¬ 
tryside; it is time to fundamentally rethink 
Ashford’s need for housing and development 
strategy.” 

A government announcement on how local 
councils will be able to create local partner¬ 
ships to build new housing is expected later 
this month.

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Karl's TV tour 
is bordering 
on stupidity

THE verbal punchbag of comedi¬ 
an Ricky Gervais admits he real¬ 
ly would be stupid to agree to a 
second series of An Idiot Abroad. 

Karl Pilkington - who achieved cult status 
as the deadpan producer of Gervais’s podcast 
show - is now a star in his own right thanks 
to the eight-part Skyl documentary, which 
continues this week. 

But despite the show giving him the 
chance to visit all Seven Wonders of the 
World in the space of just a few weeks, the 
38-year-old, who has a home in Deal, Kent, 
admits there were few highlights he will 
take from the trip. 

“The Taj Mahal was the best and the pyra¬ 
mids were the worst,” he said. “Chichen Itza 
was a bit of nothing, really. The Great Wall of 
China? It’s just a joke because a lot of it isn’t 
even that old - it was restored in 1985 or 
something. It’s like a lot of Wimpey homes in 
the ’80s - you look at the brick and think, ‘I 
could have bought that from Homebase.’ 

“And I’m not dissing religion or anything 
but I didn’t get Christ the Redeemer. It’s just 
a statue. 

“The highest point, literally, would have to 
be Machu Picchu. But the real high point 
would be completing the journey, being at 
Heathrow airport after the last trip and 
going, £ I’ve done it.’ It made me realise how 
happy I am with what I have.” 

Despite being described by Gervais as a 
“little round-headed buffoon”, Manchester- 
born Pilkington, who lives in Deal, is actual¬ 
ly a respected producer in the radio world 
and was once head of production at Xfm. 

Yet his unintentionally hilarious views on

the world have won him an army of fans, 
most of whom are revelling in the torture he 
was put through by Gervais and his comedy 
sidekick Stephen Merchant in An Idiot 
Abroad. 

Pilkington said that despite being the butt 
of the pair’s constant jokes on the show, he 
was confident he handled starring in it bet¬ 
ter than either of his friends would have. 

“Steve might have been able to do a bit of 
it, but Ricky not at all,” he said. “Even though 
I went through all this, I feel like the winner 
because I’ve done things he’ll never do. 

“He can keep his awards; I’ve been around 
the world. If I go to a party - which I won’t - 
I’ve got more stuff to talk about. 

“There’s only so many times you can say 
‘Look at this award, everyone.’ But, if you go

Green seeks end to 'damaging and 
futile' indefinite migrant detention 


IMMIGRATION minister Damian Green 
has set up an asylum improvements project 
to try to reduce the amount of time illegal 
immigrants are locked up in detention cen¬ 
tres. 

The Ashford MP said the plan was to stop 
the indeterminate sentence of migrants, as 
seen at the Dover Immigration Removal 
Centre, by getting their cases heard more 
quickly. 

Mr Green was speaking after the release of 
a report by the London Detainee Support 
Group, No Return, No Release, No Reason, 
which claimed the indefinite detention of 
immigrants who cannot be deported is “inef¬ 
fective, inefficient and enormously damag¬ 
ing.” 

The study revealed two-thirds of migrants 
held in detention centres - costing the tax¬ 
payer £68,000 per migrant per year - are 
never deported. 

Authors of the report stated this was not 
cost-effective and had a detrimental effect on 
the mental health of detainees who had no 
idea how long they would be held before they 


were either deported or granted the right to 
stay. In the Dover centre, which has space for 
314 adult males, a study carried out in April 
revealed there were 20 individuals in 
2009/10 locked up for more than a year. 

Mr Green said: “The reason why most 
immigrants are detained for such long peri¬ 
ods is because they have to go through the 
judicial system and make legal representa¬ 
tions,” he said. 

“In some cases Britain can’t return them to 
their home country because it is too danger¬ 
ous. But most of these people have no legal 
right to be in this country and have to be 
removed. Some do return home voluntarily, 
which is better.” 

Mr Green, said conditions at Dover had 
reportedly improved. Jerome Phelps, director 
of the London Detainee Support Group, said 
the UK is one of very few countries in Europe 
that still detains people with no time limit. 

“Indefinite detention is futile, expensive 
and immensely damaging, so we are launch¬ 
ing a campaign to end this unacceptable 
practice,” he said.

Ian MacMillan explains why bankers nowadays aren't what they used to be 



GOBSMACKED is a word I was unused to 
when it made its way into the lexicon of 
common parlance back in the 90s, but it is a 
useful word. 

I write as someone who worked in banking for 32 years 
and, indeed, passed all my banking exams and was so 
well qualified that I was in the top 50 out of 20,000 so 
qualified in the early 70s. I gained one of only five 
distinctions awarded in monetary theory. 

Then, following deregulation, matters took a turn for 
the worse. 

No more Captain Mainwaring’s little branch in an 
idyllic small town, which we all looked forward to. 

The banks’ advertising claimed that us lowly bank 
clerks were experts at everything. 

As good at house purchase as any building society, as 
expert at insurance as any broker. As for wills, we could 
do it - or pretend to. 

‘Jack of all trades and master of none’ was the approp¬ 
riate line and, where once bankers had provable expert¬ 
ise, customers were now in the hands of those with the 
gift of the gab and targets to make to secure bonuses. 

Not wishing to be part of this Brave New World, I 
asked customers for the leaflets they had and, quickly 
scanning them, knew almost as much as they did. 

As I’m in receipt of a pension for doing zilch apart from 
criticise, I must not bite the hand that feeds me too much 
- but does anyone remember the Office of Fair Trading’s 
ruling that bank charges were tantamount to theft? 

You know, £75 for going overdrawn for a day and, in my 


daughter’s case, despite having plenty of funds in 
another account. 

And then fat-cat lawyers sided with fat-cat bankers to 
make this theft quasi-legal. Apart from seething, what 
can Joe Public do? Well, nothing. 

If the OFT is toothless, then there’s no hope for little 
old me and you. And this is where that word gobsmacked 
seems most appropriate. 

Yes, the independence of the judiciary is something to 
be cherished, but the fact that justice is up for sale to the 
highest bidder is something to be less sanguine about. 

I once thought that the average bank clerk was 
innocent of this negation of ethical behaviour, but I’ve 
since changed my mind. 

Visiting a bank in Canterbury and waiting to be 
served, I noticed employees behind screens talking about 
their holidays and noshing their lunch. 

Another one, presumably working, was leaning over 
one of the said screens and occasionally looking back at 
those waiting to be served. 

Eventually I was seen to and it was something of a 
contest of contempt. His ‘How dare you demand to be 
served!’ against my ‘How dare you be so condescending 
about eventually dealing with a customer!’. 

I reckon bankers have adopted a siege mentality akin 
to those Millwall fans who chant “No one likes us - we 
don’t care”. And indeed, why should they care? The 
bankers, I mean. 

Immune to the OFT recommendations and enjoying 
their bonuses, they appear to be able to put two fingers 
up to the rest of us with impunity.

It's time for action 
on ailing waterways 

With only five per cent of rivers in 
England and Wales described as 
being in a pristine condition, the 
Environment Agency is setting in 
motion management plans to 
improve the quality of our 
waterways. 

Our waterways are a valuable 
resource that support a range of 
wildlife. However, they face a 
variety of pressures including run¬ 
off pollution from fertilisers and 
poorly designed urban drainage; 
invasive species such as signal 
crayfish and American mink; and 
low water levels caused by over 
abstraction. 

There are many pressures on our 
waterways and the life they 
support. We have to do all we can to 
protect these vital wildlife habitats 
and ensure people can continue to 
enjoy them. River basin 
management plans have been 
drawn up to tackle these issues and 
are now being put into action. 

The South East River Basin 
District covers over 10,000 square 
kilometres, and includes east Kent, 
Hampshire, the Isle of Wight, and 
East and West Sussex. Ninety-nine 
water bodies - rivers, reservoirs 
and estuaries - have been 
prioritised for action between now 
and 2015. 

Kent has a number of water 
bodies identified for improvement. 
Parts of the River Darent suffer 
from diminished fish numbers; the 
River Medway suffers from 
diminished invertebrate numbers; 
and the River Stour suffers from 
excessive levels of phosphates. 

The RSPB, along with other 
voluntary conservation bodies, is 
urging the EA to implement the 
programme urgently and to work 
with partners to deliver results. 

The EA is now moving from 
investigation to action, which is a 
huge step forward. 

For many of our water bodies we 
have clear identification of the 
problems, the solutions required 
and who is responsible for taking 
them forward.

Rural partnership is

He said this partnership 
approach was driven by 
organisations such as BASC and 
the trust, adding that Labour 
needed to utilise the expertise of 
rural people to provide solutions to 
rural problems. He concluded his 
address by stating that in 
opposition, Labour needs to work 
constructively with organisations 
such as BASC and the Angling 
Trust to ensure an economically, 
socially and environmentally viable 
future for rural areas. 

Mark Lloyd, chief executive of the 
Angling Trust said anglers want to 
see more fish in inland and coastal 


waters and the first step is to 
continue improving water quality. 
He said there was still a long way 
to go but anglers will work with 
other organisations to help achieve 
it. Mr Lloyd said the Environment 
Agency should be reformed to shift 
its focus to regulation rather than 
delivery of objectives. 

Concluding the reception, John 
Swift, chief executive of the British 
Association for Shooting and 
Conservation reviewed the work of 
Labour over its time in 
government. He highlighted the 
positive work of politicians such as 
Martin Salter, Ben Bradshaw and 
Paddy Tipping on issues including 
firearms legislation, tail docking, 
pest control and game licences. 

BASC members come from all 
political and economic backgrounds, 
Mr Swift said. He warned that 
many people who shoot will be 
affected by spending cuts. He said 
BASC was prepared to work with 
Labour to achieve benefits for 
shooting and for the wider rural 
environment and economy.

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More obese patients opt 
for weight loss surgery

THE number of obese people being 
put forward for weight loss surgery 
on the NHS has rocketed in Kent 
over the last three years. 

Last year, NHS West Kent referred 115 
patients to the Morbid Obesity Single Patient 
Funding Panel - a massive increase of 203 per 
cent from 2007-08 - while NHS Eastern and 
Coastal Kent did the same for 113 patients, an 
increase of 163 per cent. 

Many of those put forward would have been 
deemed suitable for bariatric (weight loss) 
surgery including gastric band operations and 
gastric bypasses, which cost an average of 
£10,000 per patient. 

Nationally, the number has risen from just 
238 a decade ago to almost 7,000 in 2008. 

However, Maidstone GP and British Medical 
Association spokesman Dr Paul Hobday said it 
was inevitable uptake rates of a fairly new 
procedure would increase dramatically. 

“It’s only really gone up so much because the 
figures started from zero,” he said. “But there 
are so many obstacles put in people’s way 
before they are approved - like exercise 
programmes, dieting and psychologists - that 
most of the people who get the surgery 
absolutely deserve it. 



“From a GP’s point of view it’s not available 
enough. It’s easy to say people shouldn’t eat as 
much, but the problem needs to be tackled.” 

Gastric banding involves reducing the size of 
the stomach by fitting a band around it, while a 
gastric bypass re-routes food to a small 
stomach pouch created by surgeons. 

A third procedure, used less frequently, 
removes a portion of the stomach. 

Mike Lander, morbid obesity lead 
commissioner for the South East, said bariatric 
surgery was a last resort for patients who have 
been unable to lose weight by conventional 
means, or who have a body mass index above a 
certain level. 


NHS trusts in Kent have snubbed recommendations 
from a national health advisor to pay obese people to 
lose weight, even though almost a quarter are obese. 
The National Institute of Clinical Excellence (NICE), an 
independent organisation set up by Government to 
issue health guidance, said incentives such as cash, 
could be an effective way to help people diet and giving 
up smoking, 

But Kent's three primary care trusts have said paying 
people to lose weight is not the way to tackle Kent and 
Medway's obesity problem. 

The NICE report into incentive-driven health schemes, 
which invites members of the public to give their 
opinion, is available at www.nice.org.uk. 


He added: “Each patient will only be 
considered if all other ways to lose weight have 
been tried for at least 12 months.” 

The figures obtained by KOS Media through 
a Freedom of Information Act request date 
back to the establishment of the patient 
funding panel in July, 2006. 

From then to the following March, only 14 
people were referred by West Kent and just five 
by Eastern and Coastal. 

Richard D North, a spokesman for right wing 
think tank the Social Affairs Unit, said it was 
probably cheaper for overweight people to 
undergo bariatric surgery than it would be to 
fund their long-term health problems. 


Experts warn of 
pensions crisis 

A PENSIONS panic is on the horizon 
with the number of Kent workers 
reaching retirement age set to rise by 
nearly a fifth. 

This year about 32,700 people turned 
65 across the county, but that figure is 
expected to jump to 38,700 by the time 
the Olympics come to town in 2012. 

Four Kent districts - Dartford, 
Sevenoaks, Canterbury and Maidstone - 
are all set for increases of more than 20 
per cent, with experts warning the cost 
of paying for so many state pensions will 
place an even greater strain on public 
finances. 

Across the county the number of 
pensioners will rise by an estimated 18 
per cent. 

In an average year about 650,000 
people celebrate their 65th birthday, but 
this is due to rise to 800,000 in 2012 due 
to the post-war baby boom. 

Pensions expert Dr Ros Altmann, 
director-general of the Folkestone-based 
Saga group, said: “More and more 
pensioners are coming through every 
year and it’s something successive 
Governments have failed to plan for.” 

Proposals currently being considered 
by the Government to tackle the 
problem include bringing forward 
increases to the state pension age and 
allowing people to work past it, should 
they wish to continue earning a full-time 
wage. 

Kent’s ageing population is also 
creating challenges for Kent County 
Council, which provides a range of 
services for elderly people including 
sheltered accommodation and active life 
projects.

Cholera still a threat 
to UK f claims author 

DEADLY diseases may still exist in 
Kentish waters despite having laid 
dormant for hundreds of years, warns the 
author of a new book on cholera. 

Hundreds of people died when an 
outbreak of the infection, thought to have 
been caused by poor living conditions 
near the River Thames in Lambeth, 
south London, swept through the county 
in the mid-19th century 

But despite only 35 cases of cholera 
having been reported in Europe since 
2000, Amanda Thomas - author of the 
Lambeth Cholera Outbreak of 1848-1849 
- is warning that people should not be 
complacent about its existence. 

She said: “I’d be surprised if it still 
exists in the Thames because of all the 
cleansing work carried out there. 

“I don’t think cholera has left our shores 
so we must be careful. It won’t be terrorists 
or another big war that kills the human 
race; it will be some sort of epidemic.” 

Cholera is an intestinal infection caused 
by ingestion of food or water contaminated 
with the bacterium Vibrio cholerae. It 
causes a painless, wateiy diarrhoea that 
can quickly lead to severe dehydration and 
death if treatment is not promptly given. 

The Lambeth Cholera Outbreak of 
1848-49 is available now, priced £37.95 
through Amazon. 


KENT Police have lauded the early 
success of a new serious crime 
partnership with Essex despite it 
being 18 months away from being 
fully operational. 

Based in Northfleet, near Gravesend, the 
Serious Crime Directorate tackles big-league 
offenders causing problems in both counties 
such as armed robbery gangs, drug smugglers 
and serial car thieves. 

And although the new division will not be fully 
implemented until April 2012, the man in charge 

- Kent’s Assistant Chief Constable Alan Pughsley 

- believes the early signs are promising. 

Successful 

He said: “The message at the moment is that 
the Serious Crime Directorate is here and is 
having a real impact on the people who cause 
us the most harm. 

“Once all the other departments are finalised, 
we will be more successful than we already 
have been in the short time the command 
structure has been in place. 

“To deliver what it has in a period of 
transition is outstanding. When that transition 
has finished, we’ll be better than ever.” 

The Kent and Essex forces agreed to team up 
in the new initiative because of the similar

problems faced by both, as well as their 
broadly similar numbers and organisation. 

Mr Pughsley says that since the beginning 
of September the directorate has solved 60 
offences. These include crimes tackled as 
part of Operations Pint and Julius, both of 
which involved London thieves stealing 
high-value cars from businesses in Kent 
and Essex. 

“It makes a huge difference having police 
from both forces working side-by-side in the 
same room on the same problems,” said Mr 
Pughsley. 

“When you’re investigating a particular crime 
you should always do a national check to see if 
any other force is too, but there would have 
been occasions in the past when two sets of 
people were looking at the same thing. 

“The new partnership means we can also 
work with the Metropolitan Police in a much 
more cohesive way.” 

Last month Chief Constable Ian Learmonth 
revealed that Kent Police may lose 1,500 jobs if 
its budget is cut by 20 per cent in the 
Comprehensive Spending Review (CSR), which 
will be published on October 20. 

However, Mr Pughsley said he was confident

the new directorate would escape relatively 
unscathed. 

He said: “I think the CSR will affect policing 
universally but we are in a very strong position 
in that both the Chief Constable and the Kent 
Police Authority are supportive of such a 
dedicated unit. 

“I think the future is secure but what we’ve 
got to make sure of is that we are as efficient 
and effective as we can be. 

“Some of the work done by bringing the two 
forces together in this way has already allowed 
us to look at how we can do things differently, 
and I’m sure as we work through the process 
we will find other ways to make savings.”

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Oscar hopeful Reynolds goes 
underground in this dark thriller

FILM-MAKING is a collaborative 
process, pooling the creativity and 
imagination of dozens, sometimes 
hundreds, of individuals behind of 
and in front of the cameras. 

Rodrigo Cortes’s thriller goes back to basics 
and daringly asks us to invest all of our emo¬ 
tions in just one character who spends the 
entire film on screen trapped in a single, 
cramped location. 

Not since Sam Rockwell discovered the ter¬ 
rifying secrets of Moon or Tom Hanks found 
himself a Cast Away with only a volleyball for 
company, has the entire weight of a film rest¬ 
ed on one actor’s shoulders. 

Hollywood hunk Ryan Reynolds had a glori¬ 
ous 2009, paired with Sandra Bullock in the 
romantic comedy The Proposal. 

Now, he is very much on his own in Buried, 
which traps the actor inside a wooden coffin 
deep underground for 94 nail-biting minutes. 

Cortes doesn’t allow his camera to escape 
from the subterranean prison for a single sec¬ 
ond - no flashbacks, no fleeting glimpses of the 
sunshine above the tomb. 

Instead, the camera cleverly moves around 
the space over Reynolds’s dirty, sweat- 
drenched body, lit by the flickers of a cigarette 
lighter or the beam of a torch. 

When darkness occasionally prevails, we can 
still hear his rapid breathing and his clothes 
catching on splinters of wood. 

Viewers who suffer from claustrophobia 
should look away... 

Truck driver Paul Conroy (Reynolds) is 
attacked during a convoy run in Iraq and 
wakes inside a crudely-constructed coffin. 

With no obvious way out, Paul discovers a 
mobile phone with a weak signal and hurried¬ 
ly calls for help, telling the 911 operator, “I 
don’t know what’s going on. I’m buried in a 
box!” 

As anxiety takes hold in the cramped con¬ 


fines of his prison, Paul discovers that terror¬ 
ists have placed him in the box and want a five 
million dollar ransom. 

The terrorist leader, Jabir (Jose Luis Garcia- 
Perez), is adamant: For Paul to see his wife 
Linda (Samantha Mathis) again, he must pay 
up. 

Dan Brenner (Robert Paterson), an officer 
trained in hostage negotiation, and trucking 
company rep Alan Davenport (Stephen 
Tobolowsky) seem powerless to help. 


The prospects look bleak. 

Buried wrings every last drop of tension 
from a simple dramatic set-up, making excel¬ 
lent use of the natural lighting to capture 
Paul’s mounting distress. 

There are whispers of a possible Oscar nom¬ 
ination for Reynolds for his overwrought the¬ 
atrics. 

But while he certainly holds our attention, 
the actor doesn’t have the emotional range to 
take us to the edge with his stricken character 


and he doesn’t always earn our sympathy, cul¬ 
minating in a skin-crawling interlude involv¬ 
ing an unexpected visitor to the box. 

Occasional deviations from logic - the final 
power bar on Paul’s mobile phone lasts much 
longer than expected - feel like a bit of a cheat.

ALTHOUGH usually a fan of this 
high-action spy thriller, the newest 
series has not lived up to my 
expectations. 

As Spooks is a programme with a 
high character turnover, this is not 
entirely unexpected. Spooks’ peaks 
thus far have been Series 1 and 4. 
The first series took many by sur¬ 
prise in 2002, with its timely portray¬ 
al of MI5 agents battling the forces of 
evil on British home soil. 

Series 4 proved to be eerily 
prophetic in filming an episode of a 
terrorist group bombing London just 
before the real thing happened. 

At its best, Spooks is full of nail-bit¬ 
ing jeopardy, believable plots, inspira¬ 
tional characters and rides the Zeit¬ 
geist perfectly to bring involving 
hour-long episodes which would stun 
any room to silence. 

But this season something has

gone wrong. One of the most believ¬ 
able characters, Ros Myers, has gone 
leaving a veiy small cast indeed. The 
first episode was passable, but 
involved far more unrequited love 
than a British spy drama needs. 

And the second episode was veiy 
light on real plot, instead focusing on 
various agents’ questionable loyalties 
and back stories rather than letting 
the action and adventure take hold. 

The scriptwriters do not do the pro¬ 
gramme any favours when interper¬ 
sonal love affairs get in the way of 
the real queen and country action 
stuff, which is what anyone who 
watches a spy show really wants. 

There is one character who is still 
managing to be a proper spy - as yet 
minor character Dimitri Levendis, an 


ex-SBS man who is amusing, relaxed 
and uncomplicated. Hopefully he will 
play a more major role in the 
episodes to come and leave the others 
to their tortuous intrigues. 

TO prevent drivers falling asleep at 
the wheel, put a wasp in every car. 
This is one of the many ideas submit¬ 
ted for the new series of Genius, in 
which the eccentric musings of the 
great British public are given a thor¬ 
ough examination before being 
judged either genius or barmy, 
television series and some of the 
teething problems have been ironed 
out. It is livelier, more fun, more 
quirky and less awkward. 

The only disappointment is that the 
geniuses who were previously used 
as judges have been replaced by the 
comedy personalities that pervade all 
other television.

IT’S a sweltering evening 
and through the darkness, 
musicians drum an intoxi¬ 
cating salsa rhythm. 

Tall palm trees seemingly swing in 
time as I sip my glass of seven-year- 
old mm and prepare for a night to 
remember. 

Suddenly the spotlight swings to 
the two stages, and a flock of girls - 
the so-called Diosas de Carne, 
Goddesses of the Flesh - descend 
from trees in time to the music. 

The music picks up, lights flash on 
sequinned and feathered costumes, 
and the Club Tropicana kicks off 
another long Havana night. 

Launched in 1939 at the Villa 
Mina, a sprawling six-acre estate on 
the outskirts of the city, this floor 
show inspired copycat cabaret in 
Paris, Las Vegas and New York, and 
has drawn countless tourists to 
Cuba’s capital for nights of deca¬ 
dence, drama and daiquiris. 

Very little is new in Cuba - from 
Spanish colonial style townhouses 
to the classic American cars - 
Chevrolets, Buicks and Cadillacs. 

One of the best places to view this 
irrepressible capital is from the top 
of the 137m high memorial to the 
island’s patriot, Jose Marti. 

A slow lift takes you to the top of 
the obelisk, topped with a statue of 
the poet, journalist and leader of the 
1895 rebellion against Spanish rule. 

Having paid my respects, I decide 
to worship the local culture in a 
slightly less worthy way, and slip 
into my gold bikini, don a pair of 
oversized sunglasses and make for 
the rooftop pool of my hotel - the 
neoclassical Saratoga. 


Also worth seeing is the Hotel 
Nacional de Cuba - the flagship 
hotel and the hangout of Errol 
Flynn, Marlon Brando and novelist 
Ernest Hemingway in glitzier times. 

One peculiarity of the country is 
the dual currency system: tourists 
use a convertible peso (introduced in 
2005 to eradicate the US dollar) 
worth nearly 25 times more than 
the non-convertible peso for native 
Cubans. 

Castro, whose rule was described 
by one guide as “like having a very 
strict father”, is a looming presence. 

More human aspects of revolution¬ 
ary life are visible in his birthplace 
outside the tiny village of Biran, 
about 750km east of Havana. 

Seven Castro siblings grew up 
here in a comfortably-off family. 
Castro’s father Angel, an immigrant 
from Spain, owned a farm and 
expanded with a general store, tele¬ 
graph room, school, hotel and mini

cock-fighting stadium. 

Choose your souvenirs carefully. 
My favourite place to shop was 
Perfumeria Habana 1791 - a vin¬ 
tage-style perfumery where trainees 
mix a scent using notes including 
citrus, jasmine, rose, lavender and 
tobacco. 

If you want cigars, don’t buy a box 
on street corners, lest they are 
rolled-up banana leaves, and keep 
receipts for customs officials. 

But Havana is only a part of 
Cuba’s heritage. For a traditional 
Caribbean break, we headed for 
Cayo Saetia, off Guardalavaca. 

In Cuba, a sea-change is coming. 
Since Fidel Castro handed over to 
his brother in 2006, the island has 
opened itself to the West, and 
President Obama’s election could 
end the ban on visitors from the US. 

Enjoy this crazy, contradictory 
country before too many Americans 
arrive.

AMBITIOUS Kia intends to muscle in 
on the crowded ‘D segment’ or Mondeo 
sector of the motor market with a strik¬ 
ing all-new model - the Optima.

Green Golf showing that 
'old' technology still lives 


IS the internal combustion engine 
gasping its last revs? 

Is its best hope to linger as the oily half of 
part-electric hybrids like the Toyota Prius, 
before electric and/or hydrogen power con¬ 
signs it to the scrap heap? 

Yes and yes, eventually, but new technology 
costs and making more of old technology can 
be cheaper and just as effective, judging by the 
greenest VW Golf so far. 

Confusingly known as the BlueMotion, it 
renders the hybrid Toyota Prius pretty point¬ 
less, being cheaper, more compact, more 
economical at motorway cmising and more 
interesting to drive. 

It also matches its Japanese rival for road 
tax exemption through low emissions, and by 
averaging around 70mpg. 

The Golf BlueMotion itself is powered by a 
lively 103bhp 1.6-litre diesel that has not been 
emasculated to slash emissions or saddled 
with ridiculously steep gear ratios, though the RUMliriQ COStS 
five-speed ‘box does have higher ratios on 
third, fourth and top. 

There is not only plenty of clout for a smart 
take-off, but generous power throughout the

range; it is a green car that can be driven with 
verve. Nor does the BlueMotion dither on 
bends due to poor grip from its energy-saving, 
low-rolling resistance tyres. 

And there is magic elsewhere, notably from 
a smooth stop/start system that cuts and then 
automatically re-starts the engine when halt¬ 
ed by traffic lights, a jam or other delay. 

The engine is also burdened less by the 
alternator - energy normally lost through 
braking is recovered to top-up the battery. 

Weight and wind resistance have been 
shaved too and this paragon of eco-motoring 
actually looks as mean as some sportier Golf 
models, while sharing their excellent refine¬ 
ment and an interior that is robust, classy and 
well-arranged without being ostentatious. 

Admittedly, Golfs are not cheap and our five- 
door BlueMotion test car is £18,715 against 
£17,895 for the ‘standard’ 1.6 S diesel closest to 
it in the range. 

That car will cost you £20 a year in road tax 
after year one of ownership and averages about 
lOmpg less than its green sister, but you can 
see from the above where that extra £800 or so 
has been spent - and it is a lower premium 
than you will see on some other eco rivals.

Older homeowners 
facing big repair bills 

MORE than a third of Britain’s home- 
owners aged over 50 say their homes are 
in need of repair, but more than one in 
seven are unable to pay for them. 

According to research from Saga 
Personal Finance, women in particular 
are suffering, with one in five forced to 
allow their homes to deteriorate. 

In London, 42 per cent of older home- 
owners need housing repairs. 

The poll of more than 14,000 over 50s 
identified roof, drainage and guttering 
problems as the main areas of concern. 

When asked how they might pay for 
housing maintenance, half of those ques¬ 
tioned planned to use their savings and 
only a third expected to finance the work 
from their regular income. 

Less than one per cent said they would 
ask family or a friend for help. 

Saga executive chairman, Andrew 
Goodsell, said: “People are living longer 
which means that retirement incomes 
have to stretch a lot further. 

“For many, equity release is the ideal 
solution, but until now the market has 
not listened to people’s needs and 
providers insist on charging hefty fees.” 

Repossession fears 
as budget cuts loom 

A LEADING credit rating agency has 
warned that Government cuts and tax 
increases could result in a rise in repos¬ 
sessions across the UK housing market. 

According to Standard & Poor’s, the 
house price crash did not bring the aver¬ 
age cost of a home in line with household 
incomes, and measures yet to be imple¬ 
mented by the coalition government 
could test some mortgage borrowers. 

In recent years, UK lenders have been 
exercising forbearance over mortgage 
arrears, keeping repossessions below 
estimates, but S&P has noted that 
Britain has a “high percentage” of sub¬ 
prime borrowers in arrears, and sug¬ 
gests that job losses or a jump in interest 
rates could cause a rise in repossessions. 

The firm’s report follows a recent 
warning from the Consumer Credit 
Counselling Service. 

Recently the national charity revealed 
that it has on its books a number of 
clients with suspended repossession 
orders, lenders having not yet enforced 
orders, despite borrowers failing to meet 
repayments ordered by the courts. 

However, the CCCS suggests that a 
hardening of attitudes by banks and 
building societies could lead to a rise in 
repossessions in 2011.

DESPITE the current uncertainty 
in the market there has been good 
news recently for one particular set 
of homeowners 

The average price of a detached family home 
has risen by more than any other property 
type over the past year. 

According to new research from Halifax, 
owners of detached properties saw the value of 
their homes increase by £91 a day over the 
year to the end of June, with a 13 per cent leap 
taking the average value of a stand-alone 
property to £299,295. 

By comparison, prices for all other property 
types rose by just eight to nine per cent over 
the period. 

However, going back over the past decade, 
semi-detached homeowners have been the 
biggest winners, with the cost of the typical 
semi surging ahead by 111 per cent since 
2000. 

For terraced homeowners, growth stood at 
110 per cent and for bungalow dwellers, 109 
per cent. 

Flats were the only property type not to dou¬ 
ble in value, with an 81 per cent average 
increase over the last 10 years. 

Halifax housing economist, Suren Thiru, 
comments: “The changing pattern of homes 
bought over the past decade highlights some 
significant socio-economic forces. 

“For example, the rise in the proportion of 
sales of flats and terraced homes reflects the 
increasing trend for people to live alone.” 

While married households remain the most 
common form of UK home, single person prop¬ 
erties are projected to take the lead by 2020, 
according to a Communities and Local 
Government forecast. 

The news comes amidst fears that the prices 
of property across the UK could fall again, 
after a few months of consolidation. 


SURVEYORS say they are feeling less opti¬ 
mistic about UK house prices, with more 
respondents to the Royal Institution of 
Chartered Surveyors’ (RICS) latest survey 
expecting prices to fall, rather than rise, over 
the next three months. 

However, RICS spokesman, Jeremy Leaf, 
points out that while prices in many parts of 
the country may be slipping, sales levels could 
begin to pick up as a result. 

Mr Leaf said: “Looking forward, our price

The CML suggests that loan criteria have 
now “tightened a little”, having eased in the 
early part of the year, with the typical first¬ 
time putting down a deposit of 24 per cent in 
July, up from 21 per cent in April and May. 

However, low interest rates mean that for 
those getting a foot on the property ladder, 
interest payments are at their most affordable 
since early 2004.

A TRY in the final ten minutes 
ended Ashford’s 100 per cent start 
to the new Kent 1 season at 
Lordswood on Saturday. 

Ashford went into the game brimming with 
confidence after recording bonus point wins 
from their previous three league fixtures. But 
on the day they were confronted by a tough for¬ 
wards battle and experienced the agony of a 
last-gasp defeat.

The away side 
were guilty of a number of missed tackles in the 
move, but the Lords missed the conversion to 
leave the scores level at 5-5. 

Ashford finished the half strongly and took a 
narrow three-point lead into the break, cour¬ 
tesy of a penalty from Murray. The second half 
mirrored the first, with try scoring chances few 
and far between, but another well-struck penal-
